MOVE 15 STARTED 
TO-RETAIN BUTLER 
IN MARINE: CORPS 


Director of Public Safety 
In Philadelphia Told His 
Work Is Not Wanted as 
Resigned Officer. 


Washington, December 22.—(/)— 
Efforts to keep Brigadier General 
Smedley D. Butler in the marine corps 
were begun here today as soon as 
news was received from Philadelphia 
that he had announced his intention 
to resign. 

The resignation had not been re- 
éeited when the government offices 
closed for the day, but, without wait- 
ing for it, Major-General John A, 


got in touch with him by telephone 
and asked him to come here for a 


conference. 

The commandant intends te turge 
General Butler to remain in the serv- 
ice. The latter did not indicate wheth- 
Per he would recall his resignation, but 
agreed to come here in a day or two 
to discuss the matter. 

Praise for Butler. 

General Lejeune said he could not 
consider with equanimity the thought 
of General Butler leaving the corps 
because of his long friendship for him 
and the valne of: his services, 

The resignation, if insisted upon 
will be transmitted to Secretary 
Wilbur with a recommendation by 
General, Lejeune and in turn sent to 
the white house by the secretary with 
a recommendation. The presidential 
custom has been to accept resignations 
of marine corps or navy officers in 
peace time, if approved by the chief 
officers of the department. 

Mr. Wilbur said today he had been 
advised by- General Lejeune of . the 
conference that had: been arranged, 
but would not discuss the matter. 

Marine officers had understood for 
several weeks that General Butler, 
whose leave of absence to head Phila- 
delphia’s police force expires Decem- 
ber 31; intended to return to the corps, 
Jandary 1, as ordered and then be 
assigned to command the marine base 
at San Diego. He was here Saturday 
and called upon General Lejeune to 
pay his respects, without intimating 
that he intended to offer his resigna- 
tion.

Philadelphia, December 22.—(/)— 
Brigadie®™ General Butler hc been 
asked to resign as director of public 
safety, but he refused to quit. The 
resignation, asked for by Mayor Ken- 
drick, is effective December 31 but 
the general will be relieved of his du- 


ties at noon tomorrow. 

This startling developmert in the 
municipal government of Phiiadelphia 
came as the result of a series of dra- 
matic incidents during the day. in 
which General Butler had announced 
his resignation from the marire corps 
to: remain director of public safety, 
and Mayor Kendrick, in turn, had re- 
fused to vermit him to continue in 
that position “‘as a resigned officer.” 

The mayor had a stormy interview 
with General Butler in the forenoon 
during which Mr. Kendrick told the di- 
rector that he should have informeed 
him of his intention to resign from the 
marine corps. 

The mayor also told him that he 
did not want him in his cabinet “as 
a resigned officer because he did not 
ag any other action , misunderstood 
b y President Coolidge,” who :ad re- 
fused a further leave of absence to 
the general. .

VERDICT CLEARING 
NAVY 15 PREDICTED 


Senior Surviving Officer 

of Shenandoah Pleads 
For Finding of “Inevi- 
table Disaster. 


Washington, December 22.—A ver- 
dict absolving the navy department of 
all blame for the Shenandoah disaster 
is expected to be returned by the spe- 
cial naval inquiry court before the first 
of the year. 

After an investigation extending 
over a period of three and one-half 
months, the naval court closed its 
hearings Tuesday, following an elo- 
quent plea fora finding of. ‘inevitable 
accident” by Lieutenant Commander 
Charles FE. Rosendahl, senior surviy- 
ing officer. 

Rosendahl, the only “interested par- 
ty” to speak, reviewed the sensational 
charges of guilt that have been made 
before the court and with a few words 
dismissed them as unfounded and un-' 
important. - 

The court then adjourned to delib- 
erate on findings. Admiral Hilary P. 
Jones, president of the board, announc- 
ed that a report probably would be 
delivered to the judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office and to Secretary of Navy 
Wilbur before January 1.

RUSSO-TURKISH 
NEUTRALITY PACT

“What a strange fate was that of 
Guy de Maupassant, whose monument 
has just been unveiled by a minister 
who talked the conventional nonsense 
about the best-known French writer 
of short stories,” writes Sisley Hud- 
dlestone. And ingeed his fate was 
as melancholy and tragic as many of 
his characters. For throughout de 
Maupassant there runs. a pessimism 
and a.choking despair, that is not 
found in any of his great contempora- 
ries. He was always discouraging. 
Zola was also pessimistic, but ‘tliere 
a wonderful bustle, an unceasing move- 
ment.in his books, which relieves the 
tension. Alphonse Daudet was melan- 
choly enough, but the sun of Provence 
enlightens his work. Anatole France 
pricked many .illusions, but he did not 
yng the illusion of beauty. Pierre: 
ti, with all “his brooding, was pic- 
turesque and exotic. Mirbeau, though 
bitter, was fighting against social 
hypocrisies. Huddlestone believes that 
de Maupassant offers one of those 
strange cases where a literary label 
had been stuck on without regard to 
truth. “And once they are stuck,” he 
suys, “a legend which is usually er- 
roneous is created.” Perhaps.there is 
in the charge that all 
through de Maupassant’s writings 
there was a touch of the latent insani- 
ty which later turned into that deep 
tragedy when the author slashed his 
wrists, recovered but spent his last 
days in an insane asylum. Still with 
it all he was a great genius. VE.

About- that time, also, the legisla- 
ture prohibited the sale of liquors in 
the vicinity of the University of Geor- 
gia and Judge Lumpkin testified to

THE BABY’S SHOES. 

“The. man who is tod poor to buy 
shoes for the baby is in luck, or rather 
the baby is, for the baby who has 
not yet started to walk needs shoes 
no more than the cat needs pajamas. 

Now I am not proposing to organize 
a society for cruelty to children—we 
need no formal procedure to insure 
plenty of cruelty for them. I simply 
assert a fact. 
with the notion that I~ say babies 
must be kept barefoot all the time re- 
gardless, I can’t help that; lots of 
people misunderstand everything I say, | 
no matter how carefully or how clearly 
I say it. Still/I won’t mind much if 
somebody gets.some such impression, 
for, come to think of it, we had no 
shoes for our own baby until the baby 
had to have ’em. One fall day the 
baby was traveling with mother, and 
a kind ‘old lady noticed that the poor 
baby had no shoes and not even stock- 
ings, and she gave the mother some 


kindly advice about how to coddle the 
baby, but, I regret to say, the kind 
old lady did not offer the price of a 
pair of shoes for the baby, and at the 
time that would have been a mighty 
welcome contribution. ~ 

- All summer, at any rate, and when- 
ever or wherever it is comfortably 
warm in the house, the baby should 
go barefoot. 

In the summer, outdoors, this is a 
boon to the baby’s health because ex- 
posure of even the skin of the legs to 
the sunlight or skyshine gives the 
baby all the blessings of cod liver oil 
without the trouble of taking the oil. 
And by this time everybody ought to 
know that every baby, after the first 
month or six weeks of age, should re- 
ceive a daily ration of cod liver oil 
if not a daily sunbath.

Stefansson calls the ice pole, the 
pole of relative inaccessibility. It is, 
when considered from the old view- 
points of polar travel, the most dif- 
ficult place to reach in the arctic. 
It is the point most ‘distant from all 
the points reached by ships. It is 
the center of the frozen sea, into 
which no surface ship has steamed. 
This is the pole which Captain Wil- 
kins wil] seek from the air. It would 
be identical with the geographical 
pole if the ice cap fitted squarely 
on the globe’s head. But the ice cap 
is worn on rakishly, its one edge 
reaches up across the bald spot that is 
the geographical pole, its other edge 
reaches down to the ear, which is 
Alaska and the Siberian coast. And 
so, instead of being at 90 degrees 
north, longitude 00, the ice pole is 
near 84 degrees north, longitude 160. 
Stefansson’s book “The Friendly Ae- 
tic,” begins with a discussion of this 
fact. When it is recalled that until 
recent years all polar travel demanded 
a ship for a base, it is apparent that 
it was*vastly more difficult to reach

George Selby Smith was on his way 
to become an electrical wizard when 
in 1921 he discovered that he could 
get a’“hop” on his fast one. That 
determined him to drop the volts and 
amperes for a session on the diamond 
and George became a pitcher of parts 
down in the blue grass region of Ken- 
tucky. Now he is in big company, Ty 
Cobb having bought him from the 
Toronto club of the International. - 

Smith learned his baseball on: the 
lots of Louisville end in 1923 had ad- 


vanced enough to get a job with the 
Winchester club in the Bluegrass 
league. Detroit’s scouts looked him 
over that summer and signed him and 
THO Ie 2tAVIR OF Tee “LESSER 
fa De eet bP Ouripe the spring train- 
ing trip in 1924.
